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^ IKE'S EDUCATION MEET 
With 2,000 delCBatcs expected for Ptcsl- 
dont Elsenhower's- White House conference 
-on oducatltn, Npv. 29-Dcc. 1. there ho* been 
general /ear that the meetlnff would be so 
■ big and unwlcldly It couldn't accomplish any 
useful thing. Its major problem has been how 
to nvold compounding the present confusion 
In the U. S. School system. 

An organization plan hns now been worked 
out, however, which promises to produce some 
constructive resulta. This Is the work of Con- 
ference Chairman Nell H. McElroy, president 
of Procter and Gamble, Cincinnati; Execu- 
tive Director Clint Pace and, the 32 -execu- 
tive committee members. - 

Every one of the 48 states and seven ter- 
ritories win send a delegation to the White 
House conierencc; The minimum delegation 
is 10 members. The larger the state, the larger 
Its delegation, with Illinois having 73, Call-' 
fornla 08 and New York 123. 

After the opening ceremony, the confer- 
ence of 2,000 delegates will be broken down 
Into 200 tables of 10 members each. This Is 
about as big as anycommlttee ever ought to 
get. Everyone thus gets to speak his piece. 

For the first sessions of each table, a chair- 
man has been appointed. He will be briefed 
on conference organization and procedure, to 
get the boll rolling. 

There will be morning, afternoon and eve- 
ning sessions. Each of the 200 tables of 10 
.Wlil discuss one of six principal subjects al- 
ready selected, at the same time. 

After each of the 200 tables has had Its dis- 
cussion, the 200' chairmen will retire. They 
win In turn be assigned to 20 tables of 10 
chairmen each, to distill the discussions at 
the fJrst tables. 

Then the chairmen of the 20 tables will 
retire to two tables of 10 chairmen each. 
After further discussion, one chairman will 
be selected from each of the two tables. And 
these two top co-chairmen will, then go to 
wrlto the report for the plenary sessions of 
the conference. _ 

In the meantime, the original 200 chair- 
men of the. first tables will have returned to 
their groups for discussions of the second and 
succeeding questions.. . 

At these later meetings, different chairmen 
wUl be elected by the table to lead each dis- 
cussion. Then the 20-table and two-table and 
two co-chairmen routines will be repeated, 
for the final recommendations. 

If there ure strong differences of opinion 
on any subject, there will probably be ma- 
jority and minority reports. 

The six subjects which the conference will 
consider are these: What should oiir schools 
accomplish? In what ways-.can we organize 
our school systems more efficiently and eco- 
nomlciUly? What are our schpol building 
needs? How can-we get enough good teachers 
— and keep theirf? How can we finance our 
schools— build and operate them? How can 
we obtain a-contlnulng Interest In education? 

-In preparation for all this, more than 3,- 
800 city and county conferences, 20 regional 
conferences and 20 state conferences have 
already been held to discuss these same six 
questions. More of these local conferences 
are being scheduled In the next three months. 



DIME-A-DOZEN HOMERS 
Tltee was when the home run was a ma- 
jestic blow, a real high point In a baseball 
game. The men who could clout home runs 
consistently were few — an elite band deserv- 
ing of the spotlight. The great names are 
- remembered. Babe Ruth; Jimmy Foxx, Mel 
Ott, Lou Gehrig, these head the list. Some ol 
their towering smashes are burned Into the 
memory of veteran fans. 

It's not like that any more. Sure, there are 
some good clouters, like Ted Williams, Mickey 
Mantle, Duke Snider, WUUe Mays and Ted 
Kluszewskl.

Utility chaps with anemic bat- 
ting averages hit them. Pitchers who don't 
get 25 hits In a season hit them. The day Is 
certain to come when an umpire dusting ott 
the plate will accldentaly lay his whisk 
broom against a pitcher's warm-up toss and 
. drill It Into the stands. 

It seems that about every other Inning or 
so some nameless fellow unloads a shot Into 
the bleachers and Is trotting around the bases 
as If he-had lead In his pants. 

In any game that pretends to sustain in- 
terest, the real excitement Is In close con- 
flict,. In narroii^ decision. In the suspense of 
a tight moment. In baseball, those things 
develop when the ball Is In play on the field 
and being rifled around tike mad. 

Everyone knows a home run can stir a 
crowd. But the second the ball lands In some 
bleacherlte's outstretched paw, the game Is 
temporarily dead. Batter and base runners 
dutifully mince around the base paths like 
poodles padding ofter a sure thing. Then the 
bases are empty, and for all the action, the 
sfonds might as well be, too. 

It's daly moderate exaggreration to say lhat 
baseball is in danger of becoming a game of 
fly balls thatjire caught and fly balls that 
are out of reach in the stands. Some of the 
magnates who worry about falling attendance 
and think their salvatloa lies in the home 
runs might raise a questioning eyebrow.

ROMB— The reason why the com- 
munlaU are the atrangcst single po- 
llUcal element In Italy lo years 
after the war la 
that ths Dnltctt 
S t » t e a Immedi- 
ately turned over 
to the communists 
(Very physical fa- 
clllty, ot covem- 
ment as aoon as 
the Americana 
moved -In. They 
are not the 
strongest par^' In 
legislative power. 
But they alonb 
possesa_the unity TnUt 
which la usually the great strength 
ot communists In naUons which 
host to this -parasite. 

They have a.' voting strength of 
between eight and nine million. 
There are about two million- card- 
holding meinbers. ' 

The communlaU we're recognlxed 
by the American army and the 
Roosevelt admlnUtration as the best 
partisan, or underground, force. 
They probably were, because the 
bulk of the populaUon was Indiffer- 
ent. The Amerlfon military Rovern- 
ment gave them buildings, cash out 
ot the treasury, printing and radio 
faclllUes and the pollUcai prestige 
of American support. 

It la comlnfc .to be said more and 
more thai, whoever delves Into such 
matters Is living In the past. But 
only the past explains the problems 
and disasters of the present, our 
ofllce of stratcgle services, under 
Oen. Bill Donovan, was partial to 
communists in Ita work behind the 
enemy lines. The word wss passed 
among the troops to cooperate with 
the reds u they Advanced. Thus, 
many Americans who had a normal 
detcsUUon of the treachery, were 
brainwashed bl their aversion. 

The theory u heard that the men 
who murdered Major Holohan. an 
American Catholic of Irish heri- 
tage. In a. place far behind the lines, 
were Amerlcmi who had been pre- 
pared to regard him as » fascist be- 
cause ho hated communists. 

Only a fey days after Bill Dono- 
van set up shop In Washington. I 
walked; In on him and saw three 
Individuals whom 1 had spotted In 
the NRA when that fascist bureau 
was crawling with new dcnl reds. 
When, later. It was explained that 
Donovan was using the reds as John 
L, Lewis had said he made use of 
them to orKonlie the CIO, Iht con- 
trnry fact becomes quite plain. 

The reds used the OSS for their 
purposes, too. And those purposes 
included massacres of many of the 
best people ot Italy. The 035 could 
not control them. 

In Italy, as in Fronce. but more 
BO, phony partisans sprang from the 
ground as the allies moved north- 
ward. Two auch fakers could- qtinlify 
n Ihtrd by tAelr endoraement, The 
number of actual partisans who 
really foutiht the Germans and 
liarosfied their own countrymen in 
the Italian army was nnnll com- 
pared to' the armies of flre-entera 
who came forth to claim the per- 
quisites of victory.

However, our government 
did single out the communists as 
our political proteges to replace the 
fascists In control ot the govern- 
ment.

That old 
stnil Is still .full of service to both 
guilty partisans of the, Roosevplt- 
Truman following and mercenary 
scatawags of the campus' and county 
seat who latched onto the regime 
for Jot» as consultants, admlntstra' 
tors and experts.

One ot the modem notloiu In 
educational circles Is speed In 
reading. Often I wonder why'Uila 
Speed Is necessary In elementary 
and secondary schools. I con quite 
undentnnd why speed In reading, 
on occasions, can bo necessu-y for 
a scholar, one who must consult 
many books day after day. But 
children who are Just learning ' 
xtiAl No. 

Reading is the most important 
study In the elementary and sec- 
ondary schools nnd It is not being 
taught OS It should be In these dnys 
of speed. I hear of children In the 
beglnnen' grades being pushed 
through a number of renders. I 
have seen some of these books and 
I would not give .them shelfroom. 
much less ask' children to read 
them. Their slory value, their 
illmutatlng quollly. their 'cultural 
values are about lero. But they can 
t>e read speedily. Aa If that were 
Important. 
'What Is Important In these be- 
glnnen' classes Is time, worth- 
while content, nnd thorough In- 
strucllon so that the children lenrn 
the sight words, the phonic ele- 
ments ot the words and get the 
meaning ot Uie content so thnl 
they have a story to tell and the 
abllUy to tell It. 

Reading should do more for 
child thnn giving him the ability to 
rend. "Run, Jim. run." To get the 
values that rending ought to give a 
pupil, the render should offer good 
literature— nnd I hold thai Tlie 
Little Red Hen, Chicken Little. The 
Pancnke, are Rood literature. When 
a render li confined to n selected 
vocabulary ttiere la o great lou In 
the quality o( the story. 

Tenchlng reading means stimu' 
lating interest (that's where the 
good story comes In), lenchlng the 
sight words, the phonic clemrnL.!. 



ond getting the meaning of the 
atory back from the children. 

This tenchlng, a thorough teach- 
ing, should conthiUD through the 
secondary schools. If It Is properly 
done In the beginning, carried on 
grodo by grade, there will be llttlo 
need of remedial rending. 

Holding a stop watch on children 
who are trying to learn • subject, 
nny subject. It to mlse obstacles 
that would never come up If time 
: allowed the pupil to learn nnd 
recite nt his own rote of apeed. In- 
deed, tlint Is the only rate he will 
1 nt, pressure notwithstanding. 
Time pressure creates contusion m 
the mind ot any worker. Certainly 
It should not be used on beglnnen. 
University scholars nre supposed 
to have reading skills thnl allow 
them to pick the paragraph, the 
henrt of the paragraph, on alght. 
but that Is n little too much to ask 
dI beginners.
